ingr.. 
This sloucli was q .ite as large 


as China slough, which am-thur dredg- 
ing contractor wns prevei ted by the 
Government engineers froi i (lamming 
and tilling. I sailed tin and down that 
slough through the Alame'ia marshes 
ruany a time bel jre the 
Iredging of 
Brooklyn basin be^an. 
"\V. estimated 
t'aat it was nearly a mile in ler.gth, and 
it might have einl raced an area ot fif- 
teen or twenty ac: -js. The privilege of 
Closing it enabled he coutn.ctorto con- 
vert a piece of worthless mar-h into land 
valuable for almost anytbii g. Now, if 
the preservation cf tiie tidal area of 
China slough and •)! the m rth arm is 
necessary for the proper in provement 
of the harbor—a premise w:iich I-Jngi- 
neer Le Conte. employed in the same 
office as Engineers Wendell and l!eu- 
yaurd, disputes -v hy was t unneces- 
sary to preserve t i e navigi iile slough 
which Von Schmi( l was allowed to use 
for a dumping pla'e for his iredgings? 
it was really more 'lecessarj :n the in- 
terest of commerce for the slough in 
question to have >ecu pre erved, fo", 
with a little inexpensive dredging it, 
could have been made av liiable for 
schooners trading vith Alameda, and 
it would have carried them 'o a point 
convenient to that town. T i e n again, 
the tidal are? has I een red.nod a great, 
many acres by the '.'iicloaure of sloughs 
east of the north aim, and i 
is being 


further reduced b.- tbe eu bankmeiit 
formed by the contractors i : the San 
Leandro canal. These encn acliments, 
bear in niind, have all been allowed for 
someone's persona benefit,! ud regard- 
less of any public ii.terest. 1 n tlie pro- 
posed sanitary i: iprovemi ut of the 
north arm there is no spec ai private 
interest concerned. 
It is demanded 
exclusively in the interest of public 
health. It is true t tat the pi blic would 
benetitfrom it commercially i i well, for 
the southern front of the J irst street 
dam could be utiiizi d for the i nilioad av- 
enue provided for in the charter aim for 
the construction of wharve . furnish- 
ing from ,">000 to 4<X ') feet of d ickage fo. 
vessels, accommodi ting the Hast Oak- 
land intercepting si wer in itt transit to 
tbe hay."

"Not if our d-:lej ation in Congress 
represeai the case properly, in 1 think 
they will when they thorougl y under- 
stand it. It is a sai itary necessity that 
the nuisance created by it iu its present 
condition be abated aud that at a verv 
early day, or ime of the best uid most 
promising sections ot the city—the 
Seventh ward—wil 
be sufft ting from

It would invo ve the 
construction of serviceable draw iridges 
in the First, Seven'.h, and Kighth street 
tres'.Hng, the dredging of the north 
ami by the Government, and the bulk- 
heading of the shore line by the owners 
of the marshes bordering the arm. lint 
it would give the city wharfage, which 
it really ough! to bo enioyin; now. 
along the south side of the 
'J welfth 
street dam. Has it ever occurred to you 
that the city is being defraudc 1 now 
of an extent of wharfage doiib e that 
which it has at the foot of Webster and 
Franklin streets, by the obstrtic ion of 
the navigable waters of the nortl arm ".

"The 
city i*. consequently, being damaged to 
that extent, primarily by the coi strtic- 
tion of the railroad trestling; s.-cond- 
arily, by its own act in the constr iction 
of the Eighth street bridge. If 
point were pressed, it would cc st

Government much more inonev 
dredge the arm than it will cos-:~it to 
compensate for any real or itna 
loss 
the

sanitary improvement. There n ay be 
possibly, another remedy in an ict of 
condemnation of the arm as a public 
nuisance, which would involve the 
dredging or filling of the arm -jy the 
city as a measure of self protection. 
The ci:y owns the land underlyii g the 
water already, by virtue of the act oi 
ISU- 
1. 
If the arm were filled it would 
destroy f.ake Merritt unless a tidal ca- 
nal were left open iu the center t< sup- 
ply it wilh water, but it would gi re the 
city a tract of land that would be of 
immensely greater value toitthiai the 
cost of filling, while the nuisanc.1 now 
existing would be forever abated. 
It 


must come to this: Either the Govern- 
ment, through Congress, musts irren- 
der the north arm 'to the city fin sani- 
tary improvement as designed in the 
proposed system of sewerage, or it 
must be improved and opened 
l>v the 
Government for navigation, or it must 
be condemned as a public nuisam c and 
filled at the city's expense. Tin 
first 
is, of course, the simplest and ( ueap- 
est method for all concerned."

At the time of the fatal deed the 


father of deceased was seated ii 
the 


buck room of his store engaged in con 
versation with some friends. Sudilenlv 
they heard the sharp report of a pisto 
in the back yard, and on going out to 
learn the cause t.hey found the iileless 
form of young Meyer lying across a 
wheelbarrow with a bullet hole ii his 
right temple, through 
which 
were 


oozing blood and brains. 
Doctors Fine and I-'inh were immedi- 


ately summoned, hut on their arrival 
they pronounced life extinct. 
Adolph Meyer knows of no caus i for 
the rash deed. He staled that he and 


Joseph Dieves yiis born in Heimer/.- 
eini on Ihe Rhine, Germany, on the 
lib. uf August. Isp;. Here ne received 
common school education, and after- 
ards served his apprenticeship lo the 
ihinet maker's trade, al wbinh he 
orked in his native town until lie was 
' years of age. 
He then went to 


ranee, Holland, and I'elgiuni, con- 
nualiy improving 
himself 
iu 
his 
losen trade. 
He spent thrc 


lese countries then return 
utivc lown, where he worked at his 
tiling live years. 
Iu 1X17 he emigrated 


' Ihe I'nited States, settling in jios- 
in, w:iere he remained one year. In 
;l,s he went to .Milwaukee, Wis., where 


he worked at his trade and also (lid 
some small farming. Here 
he 
re- 


mained about live years. 


In 1S5H he determined to take an- 


other flight westward and came to the 
J'acitic Coast. He arrived in San Fran- 
cisco on tbe J.'ith of April of that year. 
From Sari Francisco he went to the 
mines at Souora, where he remained 
only three months. He then came to 
Alameda county aril settled in this 
city, engaging in carpenter and cabinet 
work. In IMC lie opened 
the Eagle 


Hotel, then the principal hostelry in 
ihe town, situated on Second street and 
Broadway, in wi..ich he remained until 
I,M;I, when he moved to the three niiie 
house on the San Leaudro road, where 
he remained three years. 
After this 
he had charge of the Continental Ho- 
tel in Sail Francisco for three mouths. 
Then he returned to Oaklnnd and took 
the i osmopoliinn Hotel, which he con- 
ducted u n t i l ISiiX, when he returned on 
ft visit to Germany. On his return to 
California he built 
a 
residence on 


Ninth street, in this citv. and subse- 
quently purchased an interest in the 
Oakland brewery, which interest he re- 
tained at the time of his death. 


The Oakland Brewery, in which Mr. 
Dieves was an active partner, is a large 
brick structure, occupying 113 feet on 
Telegraph avenue, arid " !L.',"> feet 
on 


Durant street. It was originally started 
by a man named Wilmer, on the corner 
of N i n t h street and liroadway, in l,sf>H. 
It was afterward ow:ied by one Joseph 
liccht, and in IX'jl! was entirely coi:
